link all s e c tion s of the nation with 
a system 
of well-designed and ef­ 
ficiently-built highways. 
That the road system thus tak­ 
ing shape is of considerable m ili­ 
tary importance is generally ad­ 
mitted, but the value of the proj­ 
ect to commerce and industry in 
peace-tim e is likely to outweigh 
any war-time consideration. 
Loca­ 
tion of highways, however, Is rec­ 
ognized 
as 
vitally important to 
military defense strategy, and care 
la taken to concentrate roadbuild- 
ing activities in those sections of 
the country least. likely to come 
under J apanese control or Influ­ 
ence. 
Ex ecution of the program re­ 
sembles federal aid in the United 
States, with the Bureau of Roads 
of the National Economic Council 
planning the roads and offering fi­ 
nancial assistance, while the va­ 
rious provinces co-operate in the 
construction work and supply the 
remaining money needed. 
The bureau after Its formation i 
In 
1932 directed its chief atten­ 
tion to the building of inter-pro­ 
vincial highways in Kiangsu, Anh­ 
wei and Chekiang, all in central 
China. Successful completion of six 
routes in this area led to an ex ­ 
tension of the program to the four 
provinces of Klangsi, Hupeh, H u­ 
nan and Honan. 
The seven-province project call­ 
ed for building of eleven main roads 
totaling 7600 miles and 63 branch 
roads with about the same m ile­ 
age. 
iA ter 
outlying 
provinces 
were brought into the project, and 
the trunk-line mileage boosted to 
approx imately 16,000 miles. 
In Kansu 
and 
Shensi, 
China's 
“ wild west,” the bureau has not 
only built roads but inaugurated 
transportation lines, erected road 
and terminal stations, and install­ 
ed repair 
shops, 
restaurants and 
rest-houses. 
Chassis 
were 
purchased from 
Germany 
for 
passenger 
buses, 
trucks and service cars, bodies for 
which were built in China. 
To improve 
the 
technique of 
road-building the bureau has con­ 
structed twe ex perimental roads in 
the vicinity of Nanking, using d if­ 
ferent kinds of pavement and em ­ 
ploying only such materials as are 
produced in the locality. 
The pur­ 
pose is to test the economy and

Nearly 
every time a trout struck he went 
out of the w ater and often was in 
the a ir two or three times.

have fished some wonderful virgin 
streams, had a lot of fun. but this 
was 
"tops.”

trout seemed 
about the same size, from 19-20 
inches 
in 
length 
and 
how

I am not too strong for 
fish but these were good — and 
how. 
T hat 
evening 
they 
were J 
jum ping

feeding everywhere j 
and I hate to chance a guess as to ; 
how m an y I could have caught. 
T ra il Troublesome 
W e followed along the river (or 
lake) next day, over a rotten trail 
that kept the Indians cutting all 
day. 
J us t about 
sundown,

crossed where the wide water n a r­ 
rowed into a creek and made camp 
in a pretty place.

selves, c aug ht more trout, but none 
so large and plentiful.

and ripe and we sampled his gar­ 
den.

brush on some other part of the 
m ountain and we thought we might 
get a shot when we returned to 
camp. 
We continued beyond tirn- 
berline and after some time, locat­ 
ed a bunch of ram s below us in a 
most inaccessible place.

have taken the shot but if

the kill, didn't see how I could get 
down to them.
